DR. ABRAMS DIES 
OF PNEUMONIA 
IN PACIFIC HOME| 


San Francisco, Gal., Jan. 18.—Dr. “Al 
bert Abrame, physician and inventor 
of an apparatus whereby he asserted 
he could diagnose disease by testing 
a drop of a patient's blood, died at 
his home here tonight. 

Pneumonia was the cause of Dr. 
Abrams death. He was 60 years old 
and a native of San Francisco. Dr. 
Abrams achieved wide publicity as a 
result of his electronic theory of the 
diagnosis and treatment of disease. 
His method was known as the elec- 
tronic reactions of Abrams.“ 

Dr. Abrams maintained that given 
a drop at blood, he could determine by | 
means. of its electronic vibrations 
whether the person from whose veins 
it came had a disease and what the
